Before 
immoderate waves of public opinion 
governments, composed of human be¬ 
ings. were often Impotent and yielded 
Only an educated democracy could cure 
such evils, h# reiterated.

There is no occasion for this apprehension. Some 
of those who come to the Dominion from continental 
European countries may not be as readily assimilable as 
settlers from Great Britain or the United Slates. But 
the majority of them soon find their level and become 
good Canadians. Many second and third generation 
"foreigners" to-day are honored citizens of Canada, 
not a few of them occupying prominent poaitions in 
public or commercial life, and all of them proud of 
their Canadian citizenship. 

We are reminded of the apprehension lo which we 
have referred, however, by e letter which apptared re¬ 
cently in one of the mftaentnrf eastenrCenedien news- 
papers, its principal contents end arguments being based
